About that time a Mutiny hapned in 
the Lacedemonian Army , proceeding to 
fuch a degree , that the Soldiers had like 
to have killed Aftyochus their General, 
Soon after Mindarus fucceeded Aftyochus 
in his Command, Hegefandridas came a - 
bout that time from Megara with the Pe- 
loponnefian Fleet , intending to make fome 
attempt upon the Athenians , whiljl they 

were in Tumult and Confufion. The Athe¬ 
nians fearing he would fall upon Eubcea, 
on which they chiefly depended , fent out 

Thymochares with a Fleet -, who was be - 
trayedby the Eretrians, and beaten , upon 
which the lofi of Euboea followed.

at Lampfacus , the old Soldiers who had 
ne’r been beaten, refufed to be marflialled 

with thrafylus his men,for that thefe had 
been foyled. Yet all had their Winter 
Quarters together , and having fortified 
Lampfacus they made an attempt upon 
Abydus : to the Relief of which Pharna- 
bazus came with a ftrong Body of Horfe 
but was beaten, and put to flight. Alci¬ 
biades perfued him with his Horfe, and 
an hundred and ten Heavy-armed men 

commanded by Menander , till the Night 
parted them. • After this Fight the Soldi¬ 
ers became good Friends with Thrafylus 
lus men, and embraced them.

Afterwards Alcihiades having made a 
League with them, and carried his Booty 
to the Camp, he employed his whole Ar¬ 
my, and encompaft Chalcedon with a Wall 
from Sea to Sea, and made a Boom crofs 
the River. There Hippocrates the Go- 
vernour a Lacedemonian drew his Forces 
out of the Town to engage the Atheni¬ 
ans , and they faced him. In the jnean 
while Pharnahazus came with his Infan¬ 
try , and a ftrong Party of Horfe , from 
without the Works to relieve the befieged . 
Hippocrates and Thrajylus each of them 
engaged with their Heavy-armed men a 
confiderable time, till Alcihiades came to 

his relief with his Heavy-armed men, and 
Horfe. Hippocrates was killed , and his 
men fled back into the Town. At the 
fame time Pharnahazus having not been 
able to joyn him by reafon of the ftrait 
Pafs over the River, and the Works that 
were juft by , retired to his Camp near 
Hercules his Temple in the Countrey of

Alciliades was not 
prefent at the Ratification of the Treaty, 
but fat down before Selymhria ; which he 
took, and marcht to Byzantium with the 
whole Strength of the CherfonitesJ'hraci- 
an Soldiers, and above three hundred 
Horfe. Fharnahazus tarr yedat Chalcedon 
in expectation of Alciliades from By* 
zantium , becaufe he would have him take 
the Oath ; but when he came not thi¬ 
ther, Fharnahazus refufed to be fworn, un* 

lefs Alciliades was fworn too. AlcihP 
ades took the Oath afterwards at Chryfo 
polis , before Metrohates , and Arnapes , 
Fharnahazus his Deputies. Fharnahazus 
not only took the Oath for the Peace be¬ 
fore Euryptolemus , and Diotimus , Alcihi* 
ades his Commiffioiiers at Chalcedony 
but made likewife a private-Agreement 
there between himfelf, a’nd Alcibiades.

The Commiffioners from 
home being received in the fame Tent 
with Dercyllidaspme of Aracus s Retinue, 
informed them, that they left the Depu¬ 
ties from the Cherfomtes at Lace demon ; 
who reported that the Cherfonefe could 
not be manured, for that they were plun¬ 
dered and fpoyled by the Thracians , un- 
lefs a Wall were built from Sea to Sea ; 
and then they might not only have a 
large and fertile Countrey for themfelves, 
but for as many of the Lacedemonians as 
would , to plant. Declaring they won- 

dred fome Lacedemonians had not been 

fent by the Republick already with For¬ 
ces to effed: it. Dercyllidas hearing this, 
did not difeover his own Opinion , but 
difmiffed them from Ephefus to go and

the Thebans had the Van of their Army, 
and the Argives the Rear. Juft as they 
engaged there was a profound Silence in 
both Armies, and when they were with¬ 
in a Furlongs diftance, the Thebans fet up 
a ihout, and gave a furious charge, after¬ 
wards at the diftance of three hundred 
feet, the Mercenaries of Agefdaus^ Batta¬ 
lion that Herippidas commanded, ran 
upon the Enemy ; and together • with 
them the Ionians , JEolians , and He lie- 
J'pontians ; thefe were all thofe that ran 
together, and by that time they came 
within a Pikes length, they routed thofe 
that confronted them. Nor did the Ar¬ 
gives ftand Agefdaus’s men , but fled to

The men by their own diligence had the 
good fortune to keep thofe Gates where 
the Trophy was ere&ed. Traxitas com¬ 
ing thither with his Regiment, as alfo the 
Sicjonians, and Corinthian Fugitives, and 
being near the Walls feared to enter, but 
determined to fend in a trufty Fellow to 

fee how Affairs flood within the City. 
The two men Tajimeltu and Alcimenes 
lhewed them all things lb much to the 
their fatisfadrion , that he which went in 
with them reported that every thin g was 
without fraud according to the account 
the men had given. Soon after Traxitas 
entred the City,and when he few his Par¬ 
ty, after they were drawn up,to be weak

roufly with thefe. 

At the fame time Iphicrates going to 

make an attempt upon Phlius , with his 
fmall Forces made Excurfions , but thofe 
of the Town being not careful to relieve 

their men , he killed fo many of them, 
that the Phliafians who before would not 
receive the Lacedemonians into their City, 
fearing they would reftore thofe Exiles 
that pretended to be baniflied for adhe¬ 
ring to their Intereft, were now fo fright¬ 
ed at thefe Athenians who were at G- 

rinth, that they fent to the Lacedemonians , 

and put the Town and Citadel under 


their Protection. 


However though the 


Lacedemonians had a regard to the Ex¬ 
iles, yet they made no mention of recal-’ 
ling them home, as long as they were 


polled of Phlius. 


But quitted the Place 


as foon as the People began to come to 

themfelves,and redored them their Laws, 
and Government in the fame condition 
they found them.

few days time completely rebuilt that

the chief Fomenter of aJI the Troubles in 

Greece* To all this he pleaded, yet could 
not clear himfeJf from being thought an 
Enterprizer of great De/igns, and thofe 
not very good ones fo he was condemn¬ 
ed and executed. Hereupon Leontiades s 

Party being poffeffed of the City were 
moreobfervantof the Lacedemonians* than 
was ex peeled from them. 

After this the Lacedemoniani purified

He made no extraordinary liaft, but took 
all pofftble care that the Army might do 
their Friends no harm in their march;

feme Mercenaries, and diftribute money 
amongft the Kings his Neighbours, if fo 
be he had any thoughts of recovering his 

Kingdom, Befides he fent to DerdasWmcQ 

of Elimea , to let him know that the 0 - 
lynthians had already fubdued the greater 
Monarchy, which was that of Mace done; 
nor would they forbear a leffer, unlefs 
their Infolence were checkt. 

When he had difpatcht thefe Affairs, 
and drawn a very powerful Army toge¬ 
ther, he marched to the Frontiers of the 
Confederates and arriving at Potidcea, 
made a general Mufter, and entred the 


Enemies Country.

ced towards Olynthus , he neither burned 
nor destroyed any thing, fuppofing if lie 
took any fuch courfe, it would hinder 
him botli in his March and Retreat ; yet 
it would do. well to cut down the Trees 
when he retired from the Walls of the 
City, and thereby divert the Enemy from 
falling on his Rear.

About this time Polybiades obliged the 
Olympians to fond to Lacedemon for Peace, 
they being reduced to great extremity by 
Famine,for that they could neither get in

Sea. Thither their Plenipotentiaries went, 
and made a Peace upon thefe Articles; 
That they fliould come into the Alliance-, 
that they fliould make a League Offenfive', 
and Defenfive, and ferve the Lacedemoni¬ 
ans in all their Wars: after the Articles 

were figned, they returned home.

After this manner Sphodrias got off: 
whereupon the Athenians that favoured 
the Intereft of the Boeotian Fa&ion, pof- 
fefled the People, that the Lacedemonians 
were fo far from punching Sphodrias , that 
they commended him for plotting againft 
Athens . Upon that the Athenians imme¬ 
diately after, made Gates to the Pirteus, 
built Ships , and vigoroufly affifted the 
Boeotians . The Lacedemonians decreed 
that an Army fliould be fent againft the 
Thebans , and defired Agejilaus to take 
the Command of it, efteeming him one 
of better Conduct than Cleombrotus . He 
told them , that he would comply with 
the pleafure of the State, what ever it 
was; and fo prepared for his march. But 
when he underftood that it would be no 
eafie matter to enter the Thebans Coun¬ 
trey, unlefs he was firft poffeft of Citba¬ 
ron , and being advertifed that the Cleto- 
rians were at War with the Orchomenians , 
and had entertained Mercenary Troops 
in their Service, he treated with them to 
lend him thole Forces, in cafe he had oc- 
• cafion for them. After he had obtained 
an aufpicious Sacrifice for his Expedition, 
he fent, before he arrived with his Army 
at Tegea, to the General of the Mercena¬

if it were a Gale, the Seamen refted, and 
the Fleet kept on their courle; if they 
were obliged to row, herefrelhed them by 
turns ; and in their courfe by Day, he 
fometi-mes drew 7 up the Fleet in a Line, 
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and other whiles in a Body: So that they 
fuppofing as they failed, that they went 
into a Sea poilefTed by the Enemies, had 
all things in readinels for an Engagement. 
And becaufe Iphicrates • did only that 
which was juft neceflary, he prevented 
Supplies from being brought to the Ene¬ 
my, and performed his Voyage with great 
expedition.

out declaring, yet he pafied by Land into 
Bceotia, appearing in feveral places fooner 
than there was any News of his March, 
proceeding a great way in his Voyage 
before all his Forces could be aflembled; 
fhewing thereby, That things of great Im¬ 
portance are effected eafier ly Diligence 
than Force, 


When he arrived in Baeotia , the Phe¬ 
lans fignified to him, that they had then 
an opportunity of falling upon the Lace¬ 
demonians , and that whilfi; he attacked 

them with his Mercenaries from an Emi¬ 
nence, they would fet upon them in the 
Front. But he diverted them from this 

their Defign,advifing them not to aim Hill 

at greater things, fince they had perform¬ 
ed fo brave an Exploit already, lefi they 
fliould be deprived of the advantage of 
the Vi&ory they had lately obtain’d. Don t 

)ou know (fays he) that when you were re¬ 
duced to extremities , you then lecame vi- 
ttorious, and therefore you Jhould confide }\ 
that if the Lacedemonians le once made 

iveary of their lives , they too will grow 
defperate , and fight it out to the lafl man .

God alfo is fometimes pleafed to humhle the 
Mighty , and exalt the Mean . With thefe 
Words he difiwaded the Thehans from 
putting all to the hazard. 

On the other hand he fhewed the La¬ 
cedemonians the difference between a rou¬ 
ted, and Vdlorious Army ,* but if you 

(fays he) would have this Defeat forgot¬ 
ten , I ad vife you to be quiet, till you 
have recovered, and raifed a greater Pow¬ 
er, and then fet upon the Thehans , who 
are now invincible. You underhand 

(fays he) that there are at this time fome 
of your Confederates , who difcourfe of 
treating with the Enemy, therefore do 
you endeavour by all means to make a 
Truce, which I the more defire out of a 
Defign to preferve you , both in refpeft 
of the Alliance between my Father and 

you, arid for that I my felf am your Pub- 
lick Hoft. This he (poke , though per¬ 
haps rather with intention to divide them, 
that fo both might hand in need of his 
affiftance. The Lacedemonians hearing 

him fay fo , defined him to negotiate a 
Truce ,* and when News came that it 

was concluded, the Generals commanded 
all to prepare themfelves, and after they 
had fupped, to decamp in the Night, that 
by break of Day , they might be inarch- 




of Greece. 

ing up Cithceron. When they had fupped, 

the Generals commanded them to march 
before they flept, and immediately when 

it was dark,they took the way of Creufis , 
chufing rather to pafs undifcovered, than 
rely upon the Truce. But they marcht 
on very heavily (for being it was Night, 
they departed in fear , and the way was 

bad) and came to MgoBkena in the Ter¬ 
ritory of Megara. There they met Ar- 
chidamuss Army , who flayed till all the 
Confederates were come up, and then 

marched with his Forces as far as Corinth-, 

where he difmift the Auxiliaries , and 
marcht with the Spartans home. 

Jafon returning through P hoc is took the 
Suburbs of Hyampolis , deflroyed the 
Countrey, and killed a great many , but 
faffed through the reft thereof without 
any Adtion at all. When he came to He- 
radea , he took the Town , not that he 
feared any would fall into his Countrey, 
though that Pafs were open ; but conft’ 
dered rather, if any lhould poffefs them¬ 
felves of Heraclea, which flood in a ftrait 
place , they might keep him out, if he 

mould entertain a Defign of invading 
Greece. After he returned back into 
Thejfaly be became a very great man, 

both becaufe he was made General by a 

Law 
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Law of the Theffaliam , and for that he 
maintained a great many Mercenaries, 
both Foot and Horfe that were experien¬ 
ced men , and excellent Soldiers ; being 

yet greater, by reafon of the ftrong Al¬ 
liance he had already, & becaufe ftill more 
defired it; but the greateft of all the men 
in his time, for that no one Enemy was a 
Match for him. 

When the Fythian Games drew near he 
gave out an Order amongfl the Cities 
to feed Oxen, Sheep, Goats, and Hogs, 

and to provide them for the Sacrifice. Tis 
laid that he taxed every City, tho’ mode¬ 
rately , no lefs than one thoufand Oxen, 
& ten thoufand other Cattle, proclaiming 
a Crown of Gold fora Prize to that City, 
which fed the fatted Ox for the Sacrifice 
of Apollo • and fent Orders to the Thejfali - 
ans to prepare themfelves for the Cam- 

pagn, againfl the Pythian Games ; having 
thoughts, as the report went, to be Prefi- 
dent himfelf of the Solemnity and Prizes. 
But what he thought to do with the Sa¬ 
cred Money is not yet known ; for it 
being reported that when the Delphiam 
confulted what they fhould do, if Jafon 
offered to feize it; the God anfwered, 
that he could take care of that himfelf. 

This man that was fo great, and enter- 
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tamed fuch vaft Defigns , whilft he was 
muttering and exercifing the Pbeman 
Horfe, being fat down and giving an an- 
iwer to ibme that had bufinefs with him

The Thebans arid thofe that had Re¬ 
volted from the Lacedemonians, did every 
thing till this time by general confent* 
and the Thebans wholly managed the 
War: But there arofe one Lycomedes a 
Mantinean , in Birth inferiour to none* 

Wealthy and Ambitious; who puff’d up 
the Arcadians with high Conceits, telling 
them , That Peloponnefiis was only their 
Country,and they its firft Inhabitants:That 
they were the moft numerous Nation of the 
Greeks, and men of very able bodies; al¬ 
ledging this as a Proof of their Proweft 
that when there was occafion for Auxilia¬ 
ries, none were preferred before them. 

Moreover that the Lacedemonians never 
attacked Athens without the Arcadians ; 
nor had the Thebans come novo againft 

Lacedemon, had they not been fupported 
by them . Wherefore if you are wij'e , fays

thought fit to fend Governors to the Cities 
of. Achaia: who after their Arrival, with 
the help of the People difplaced the No¬ 
bility , and conftituted a Democracy. 
The Banifhed men being many, and mar¬ 
king a ftrong Party, went fpeedily to the 
refpe£tive Cities, and poflefled themfelves 
thereof: and after they returned home, 
they flood Neuters no longer,but readily 
joyned with the Lacedemonians . The*

them all. Again, when the Lacedemoni¬ 
ans and their Confederates kept Oneim 9 
the Thelans came with intent to pafs it; 

and as the E leans and Arcadians were 
marching through Nemea to joyn them, 
the Phliafian Exiles came and brought 
News, that if they would but appear be¬ 
fore Phlius y they might take it: When 

‘ t his was agreed on, the Exiles, and about 
fix hundred others came by Night, and 
lay with their Ladders under the Wall, 
then the Watchmen difcovering the Ap- 
proach of the Enemy from the Tricra- 
num, the Townfmen took the Alarm: In 
the mean while, thole who were to be¬ 
tray the place, made a lign to them that 
lay under the Wall, to mount their Lad¬ 
ders, which they did , and leized the 
Arms that the Guards had left, and fell 
upon the Warders,who were ten in num¬ 
ber, for one out of every 5* was appointed 
to ward; one whereof they killed as he 
lay afleep, and another as he fled to the 
Temple of Juno . The reft feeing this, 
leaped confufedly off the Walls into the 
City, and the Aflailants made them- 

lelves Mailers of the Citadel Without any 
oppofition. Upon the noife that was 

made 
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made, the Citizens came with Relief, and 
then the Enemy at firft went out of the 
Citadel , and fought before the Gates that 
lead to the City; but afterwards being 
encompafled by the Citizens, they re¬ 
tired back again to the Citadel , and the 
Heavy-arm 5 d men falling upon them, 
immediately cleared the middle of the 
place. The Enemy remounting the Walls, 
darted their Javelins, and galled thofe 
below, but they on the ground defended 
themfelves, and fought at the foot of the 
Ladders. Afterwards the Townfmen re¬ 
covering feveral of the turrets , had a ve¬ 
ry hot Engagement with the Enemy, 
who being prefled hard with the.Courage 
and Valour ©fthe Citizens, were pennd 
up in a little room. 

In the mean while, the Arcadians and 
Argives inverted the City, and threw 
do wn thehigheft part of the Citadel Wall. 
Some of the Townfmen who were in the 
Tower darted at the Enemy upon the 
Wall, others at thofe who were fcaling

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Phliaftans purfuing them a little way as 
far as to the rifing Ground, they faced 
about, and marched on by the Wall to¬ 
wards the Pellenians , and their Afloci- 
ates. The Theban Go vernour being in¬ 
form d of the Phliaftans diligence, did 
his utmoft endeavour to give the Pellenk 
ans timely a/Iiftance, but the Phliafian 
Horfe prevented him, and fell upon the 
Pellenians , who at firft received them, 
and made them retreat; but the latter 
joyning the Foot that were come up, 
charged them again, and clofed. Soon 
after the Enemy gave ground, andfome of 
the Sicyonians tell together with a great 
many brave men of the Pellenians . For 
this Action the Phliafians erected a noble 

Trophy, and according to the cuftom 
fang an Hymn. 

In the mean wiiile the Theban General 
and Euphron beheld this Skirmilh from 
feveral places, as if they had intended to 
havefeen a fight. Afterwards the Enemy 
returned home to Sicyon , and the Townf¬ 
men to the City. The Phliafians beha¬ 
ved themfelves incomparably well in this 
Action, and tho they were reduced to 
great want, yet they difeharged a Pelle- 
nian , who had been their publick Hoft, 
without ranfom.

Garrifon there, and poflefs’d themfelves of 
Mount Olympus. Then they took Marga- 
na upon furrender. The Eleans were 
wholly dejebted at this fuccefs of their 
Enemies. The Arcadians alfo came up 
to the very City, and advanced as far 
as the Market-place, where the Elean 
Horfe, and jfome others be fide encoun- 
tring them beat them them out, and ha¬ 
ving killed lbme of them erebted a Tro¬ 
phy. Sometime before this, there were 
Divifions at Elis , for the Fabtion of Cha- 
ropus , Thrafonidas and Argeus brought in 
a Democracy, and that of St ale as , Hip - 
pi as and Stratolas an Oligarchy. But 
the Arcadians having a great power, and 
inclining to thofe who were for a Demo¬ 
cracy, Char opus s Party thereby became 

bolder, agreeing with the Orcadians to 

affifl: them , and furprife the Gittadel.

dred, were flain, and after this Addon 
they retired into their Camp. The Ar¬ 
cadians and their Auxiliaries fo dreaded 
the following day, that they plucked 
down their Tents in the night, and in¬ 
trenched themfelves. The next day the 
Eleans approaching, and finding the Wall 
very flrong, and that feveral were got on 
the tops of the Temples, returned to Elis, 

Having approvd themfelves as brave 
Men as Heaven with its infpired valour 
could in one day make them : for man can¬ 
not in a long fpace of time make Cowards 
valorous . 

The States of Arcadia made ufe of the 
confecrated Money, and paid the Epariti 
therewith; but the Mantmeans firfl: of all 
declared they would not meddle with 
it, and thenraifing their Quota due to the 
Epariti from them,- fent it to the States; 

but thefe alledging, that the Community 
of the Arcadians was ruined by the Man- 
t'means, fummoned the Magiftrates to 
appear before the Ten Thoufand. But 

F f 4 the 
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the Mantmeans refufing to obey, they 
palled fentence on them, and lent the 
Epariti to bring the Criminals before 

them, yet they would not receive them 
but ihut their Gates againft them. About 
this time fome of the Ten Thoufand 
themfelves, declared, that they ought 
not to convert the confecrated Money to 

their own ufe, left they lhould thereby 
entail a Curie upon their Pofterity. There¬ 
upon the whole Aflembly refolv’d not to 
convert this confecrated Money to their 
own tries. Upon this tho i EparUi 
which could not fublift without pay de- 
ici ted, and thofe Arcadians that could 
exhorted one another to fucceed in their 
places, that lb the Epariti might be in 

their power,' and not they in’ the power 

of the Epariti. ' ' ■

Achats, that were concern d tor Yeloponefus ga¬ 
thered from hence, that the Thebans 'did 
endeavour to weaken the Peloponejians 
what they could, that fo they might en- 
{lave them with the more eafe: For, laid 
they, Why would they have us both in¬ 
volv’d in a War, unlefs it was to weaken 

one another, thatfo both of us may ftand 
in need of their affiftance ? Why do they 

make Preparations for a Campagn, tho’ 
we have told them that we have no oc- 
cafion at, this time for them < Is it not 

manifeft that they defign us mifchief? 
Thereupon they lent to Athens for af¬ 
fiftance, and difpatch’d the Epariti on 
an Embaffie to the Lacedemonians , re¬ 
quiring them to joyn Forces, and preferve 
Peloponnefas from flavery. Then they 

determined the matter about the Com¬ 
mand in Chief, how that each Republick 
fhould command in their own Territories. 

chmcfidn whilft thefe things were in agitation, 

Atom. _£paminondas took the Field with all the 

Boeotians , Eubceans , and feveral Thejfa- 
lians he had from Alexander , and from 
his Enemies : The Phoceans did not joyn 
them, alledgtng they had agreed to af- 

fift 


the jiff dirs 

fift the Thebans if any invaded them; 
but it was not in the Articles to make 
a War Offenfive. Epamznondas confidered 

that they had the Argives, Mefenians y 
and the Arcadians in Peloponnefus , which 
fided with them: the Tegeans alfo, Me- 
yilapolitans , Afeans , Palanteans , and 
fome other fmall Towns that lay a- 
mongft thefe which were compelled to 
follow them: He marched out with great 

diligence , and arriving at Nemea , made 
an halt there, hoping to intercept the 

Athenians that were paJfTing that way ; 
thinking this would be of great moment 

to confirm the Confederates, and to put 

the Enemy into a Confirmation,* and in 
Hiort, every thing would be advantage¬ 
ous to him that incommoded the Athe¬ 
nians. Whilft he remained there, all the 

Veloponnefians that had confederated to¬ 
gether, aflembled at Mantinea : But as 

foon as Epaminondas underftood that the 
Athenian S' had changed their refblution 
of marching by Land, and made Prepa¬ 
rations by Sea, to pafs with their Army 
through Lacedemon to the relief of the 

Arcadians , he decamped from Nemea , 
and arrived at Tegea . 

I cannot fay that this Expedition of 

his was much fuccefsful, though I find 

nothing 
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nothing of Conduct or Courage want 
ing in him: Firfl: I cannot but com 
mend 



Firfl: 

for encamping within the 
Walls of Tegea, as having there a fecurer 
Poll:; than if he had been without, and 
being more private from the Enemies

For though Archhlamus had 
not an hundred men, he not only palled 
over the River, where in probability he 
might have been hindred, but marched 
up a riling Ground to the Enemy ,• and

that had beaten the Lacedemonians that 

' • _ • • 

were in every refped: ftronger than they, 
and on higher Ground, could not fuftain 
the Charge of Archidamuss Men, but 
gave ground, and the foremoft of Epa- 
minondass Men were flain. The Lacede¬ 
monians being tranfported with the Vi- 
<ftory, a nd purfuing the Enemy too far, 
came off with fome lofs: For as it feems, 
Providence had circumfcrihed the hounds 
of the Vitdory how far it fhould extend . 
Archidamus erected a Trophy in the 
Place where he had routed the Enemy, 

and deliver’d their Dead upon Truce. 

Epaminondas confidering that the Ar¬ 
cadians were coming to the relief of La¬ 
ce demon, would not fight them and the 
Lacedemonians together; efpecially thefe 
having been lately fuccefsful,and his own 
Men foiled. Wherefore marching back 
again with all fpeed to Tegea, and refreih- 
inghis Heavy-arm’d men, he fent his 
Horfe to Mantinea, defiring them to hold 

out bravely; telling them that probably 
all the Mant 'means and their Cattel were 
without the Walls, it being the time that 
they houfed their Corn; accordingly 

they went: In the mean while the At he* 

nian Horfemarching from Eleufts , Sup¬ 
ped at the Ifihmrn, and paffingby Cleone,

arrived at Mantinea, and took up their 
Quarters in the City, The Mant'means 
being certified that the Enemies Cavalry 
were coming thither, defired the Athe¬ 
nian Horfe to aflift them if ’twere pofli- 
ble: for all their Cattel were abroad, as 
alfo their Workmen * a great many Chil¬ 
dren, and bid Men that were free. The 
Athenians heariiig this, went out to their 
Afliftance, before either they or their 
Hbrfes had eaten. 

Here wTio can enough admire the Va¬ 
lour of thefe Horfef, who though they 

faw the Enemy were far ftronger,and tho 
they themfelves had had a Difafter at Co¬ 
rinth,they yet never call’d it to mind, or 
that they were to fight with theThehan and 
Thejfalian Horfe,which were counted the 
beft in the World: But afliamed to come 
thither without doing the Confederates 

any Service; as foon as ever they came 
in view of the Enemy, defirous to main¬ 
tain the Glory of their Anceftors, they 
engaged them, and by this Encounter 
faved all that the Mantineans had abroad ; 
yet they loft fome brave men, arid flew 
alfo fome fuch of the Enemy: For there 
was none on either fide that had fo lliort 
a Weapon, but that he could reach his 

Enemy therewith: At laftthey carried
